The following is an examiner's 



statement of reasons for allowance: 



the rejection of the claims based on 35 USC 112 have been withdrawn; 



the close reference for the current invention is Nofre et al (U.S. 



5 5 480,668). 



Nofre et al discloses N-(N-(3-(4-hydroxy-3-methoxyplmeyl)propyl)-L-a-aspartyl)-L- 
phneylalanine 1- methyl ester. 

However, the instant invention differs from the reference in that the genus of the claimed 
compounds does not contain the Nofre et al compound. 

The prior art reference does not even remotely suggest the aforementioned modifications. 
Unless all limitations of the claims are met, there is no prior art rejection. See In re Zurko 59 
USPQ 2d 1690 (Fed Cir. 1991) and In re Lee , 61 USPQ 1430 (Fed Cir. 1991). In the industrial 
process, the aforementioned process is important. 

Therefore, applicants' claimed subject matter would not have been obvious to the person 
with an ordinary skill in the art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
